had they lost would have left them 
in 14th place. 

So did the sale of Gareth Bale 
actually improve Tottenham? The 
obvious answer would be no. 

You then have Liverpool, last sea¬ 
son second in the league and surely 
challengers for the title the next 
season? They sell their player of the 
year for a fortune and bolster their 
team with a multitude of new play¬ 
ers, mostly from our squad. 

You could argue that buying play¬ 
ers from a club that finished 6 
points beneath you was hardly pro¬ 
gression but all three players had 
sparkled over the last 2 seasons and 
were seen as positive signings. 

Liverpool are 7th, 8 points away 
from the team in 2nd which rather 
ironically happen to be the team 
they plundered in the summer. 
You’d have to be stark raving 
bonkers to suggest that Liverpool 
are anything other than a massive 
failure this time around. 

Did the acquisition of 3 Saints 
players at nearly £30 million 
improve Liverpool? The obvious 

answer would be no. 

Take Southampton. A club that 
just 5 years ago was on -10 
points in League 1. A trophy 
in season one and a finish 
just outside the play off 
places (from a -1 point start 
and a new team), 2 consec¬ 
utive promotions, mid 
table in the Premier 
League in their first sea¬ 
son there, eighth the 
next and currently sit¬ 
ting in second place. At 
every step of the way 
this club has pro¬ 
gressed. 

It begs the question,

from your football club? Clubs like 
Liverpool and Tottenham expect 
trophies. Their recent history sug¬ 
gests their expectations way out¬ 
strip their actual achievements. 

Liverpool haven’t been champi¬ 
ons since the Premier League’s 
inception and Tottenham have won 
just one trophy in 20 years, despite 
once having the tag of being a club 
that won a trophy every year end¬ 
ing in one. 

Saints are batting way above their 
average this season, every step 
we’ve taken is way above our expec¬ 
tations. You can’t lose so many first 
team players without either having 
to take a step back or at least be 
recognised for having done an 
awful lot right in the first place. 

So what represents success? Our 
expectations have been lowered 
due to the unprecedented loss of 
players but to finish above 8th 
would be a huge achievement. To 
get within sniffing distance of a tro¬ 
phy would make this season 
absolutely huge. 

Ronald Koeman has shown, by 
fielding a very strong side against 
Stoke in the League cup this sea¬ 
son, that Saints are taking the com¬ 
petition very seriously indeed. If 
Saints were to win a trophy this 
season it could well be the single 
most impressive achievement this 
club has ever made. 

To climb to such heights in just 5 
years, be pillaged by so called bigger 
clubs, and come back not only 
stronger but finish higher, winning a 
trophy? We’re talking team of the sea¬ 
son, no matter who wins the league. 

I’m a Southampton fan, I’m also a 
realist. I know my club’s limita¬ 
tions, I know the very best I can 
expect is the moment. I’ve screen 
captured more picture of Saint’ 
league position that you can imag¬ 
ine, all of them posted on Facebook. 

My friends who support so call 
bigger clubs always ridicule me for 
it. They just don’t get it, you never 
know what tomorrow may bring.

ITS ALL KICKING OFF 


With 36 managers in 22 years, Leeds 
United chairman Massimo Cellino is no 
stranger to a sacking or two. 

But it was still somewhat strange when 
Leeds parted company with consultant 
Graham Bean after he approved a 24-hour 
delay from Reading to accommodate the 
Royals’ Sunday kick-off. 

Cellino’s main anger may have been due to 
Bean apparently making the decision with¬ 
out checking, but the Italian also com¬ 
plained about the large number of Leeds 
games already moved for TV. 

In the Premier League, games kicking off 
at 3pm are something of a rarity for many 
teams, due to the deal allowing 154 games to 
be shown live on television over the season. 

But, in the Championship, Saturday 3pm 
games are still expected by many fans. 

The current Football League TV deal 
includes just 75 games from their three divi¬ 
sions, with about 50-60 of these matches set 
aside for the Championship. 

With each game featuring two teams (leav¬ 
ing 100-120 slots), everyone in the 
Championship should, in theory, be fea¬ 
tured about four times, with some extra air 
time for the top teams. 

What happens, though, as Cellino noted, 
couldn’t be further from this. 

So, does he have a point? 

One night spent adding up TV games 
shows that by the end of the year Leeds will 
have featured six times, not including the 
numerous occasions they have been the fea¬ 
ture game on the BBC highlights show and, 
therefore, had their games shown live 
abroad without having to change kick-off 
time. 

This is more than both last week’s league 
leaders Derby County, who will end the 


year with five live games (four of those 
appearances still to come) and second place 
Watford. 

Cellino’s complaint feels like someone 
being offered all the Halloween chocolate, 
only to complain they feel sick after eating 
it. 

Yes, his Leeds side have over-featured. 
However, he fails to complain about extra 
exposure and revenue this brings in. 

If any clubs have a right to be annoyed, it 
is Bournemouth and Middlesbrough. Both 
teams went into this weekend at the top of 
the division, with both playing good football 
and both featuring just once more in 2014. 

A somewhat surprising find was that early 
relegation favourites Blackpool were select¬ 
ed twice in the first part of the season. 

Considering they don’t appear again this 
year, it’s probably safe to assume someone 
thought it might be fun to watch a side who 
didn’t have enough players to put out a team 
in July. 

Fans love to watch a good battle, as high¬ 
lighted by the other teams that occupy the 
bottom five positions each featuring twice 
more this year, but there is something a lit¬ 
tle sad about watching Blackpool at the 
moment. 

One thing that the TV companies tend to 
forget is that one of the best things about the 
Championship is that on the first day of the 
season technically everyone is equal. 

The team with the most money available is 
not always the team that gets promoted, and 
the smaller teams don’t always get relegat¬ 
ed. 

One glance at the TV games for the first 
quarter of the season shows a far less even 
distribution of games than you would 
expect. 

Pre-season favourites Nottingham Forest

and Norwich City had three of their first 18 
games selected, while Cardiff City and 
Leeds United both featured four times. 

Brighton, a team that finished in the play¬ 
offs last year had just a single game selected, 
yet Sheffield Wednesday had two picked 
despite being poor the previous two seasons. 

If you aren’t selecting games on a team’s 
ability as an advert for the league, the only 
other reason is money. 

Games in the Premier League are obvious¬ 
ly televised to generate cash, but they are 
also shown to allow access to the ‘greatest’ 
league in the world. 

But what is the point of showing 
Championship games? 

The Championship may be one of the most 


watched leagues in Europe, in terms of fans 
through the gates, but its appeal outside of 
the UK is limited and, therefore, airing 
games will generate far less income. 

Of the Football League’s three divisions, 
the Championship does have the best 
chance of producing good viewing figures, 
hence why it gets so many more games than 
the other two divisions. 

With far less neutrals watching lower 
league games, with the exception of local 
derbies which always attract interest, the 
easiest way to try and bump up the ratings 
is to just select the clubs with the biggest fan 
bases in the league, like Leeds United. 

For a side in the Championship, Leeds 
have a large number of fans and some of the 
highest viewing figures when their games 
are broadcast. 

This probably explains why so many 
Leeds United games were selected, despite 
little evidence pre-season that this cam¬ 
paign would be known for what was hap¬ 
pening on the pitch. 

As an added bonus, featuring them away 
from home bumps those figures up even 
higher, allowing for increased advertising 
revenue. 

Four of the six televised Leeds United 
games have been away from home against 
teams with lower support. 

Despite what we are told, money isn’t 
everything. 

The games on TV give the Championship a 
chance to prove it is more than just a pro¬ 
duction line for next season’s Premier 
League relegation favourite, or somewhere 
top-flight teams go to vanish from sight 
after a few too many years in a relegation 
battle. 

It would be nice if the TV companies, and 
Cellino, could remember this.

SOUTHAMPTON’S challenge 
going forward is not whether 
they can achieve things we 
never previously thought pos¬ 
sible on a consistent basis, 
but the manner in which they 
will do it. 

Adam Rant was privileged to be 
given a tour of the club’s redevel¬ 
oped Staplewood training ground 
this week in the presence of club 
legend and president Terry Paine. 

It was fascinating to see Paine in 
full flow as he viewed each room 
with wide-eyed amazement. 

A succession of club employees 
were asked what they were up to 
by the old wing maestro, who in 
turn regaled them of tales of what 
things were like back in the days 
when he was playing. 

It was a fascinating insight into 
how far things have come. 

Perhaps just as interesting is to 
reflect how quickly things have 
changed also. 

There has been a fairly slow pro¬ 
gression between Paine’s days and 
an era that really only started five 
years ago at Saints following the 
takeover by Markus Liebherr. 

That pivotal mind brought with 
it a change of mindset, and so 
much has followed. 

Adam Rant has been writing 
about Saints’ fortunes for more 
than a decade. 

When he first started the 
Staplewood training ground was 
the same as it had been for many 
years, a main pitch with a single 
story brick building alongside it 
housing a canteen, antiquated 
changing rooms and a few offices. 

As the money really started to 
flow in from the Premier League 
so more space was required. 

This translated in the 
erection of a few tempo¬ 
rary buildings, and an 
indoor pitch, and 
that was about it. 

So to see what 
Staplewood is 
today is quite 
mind blowing. 

Every aspect of 
player training 
and development 
from the under-7s 
right through to 
the first team has 
been thought of. 

It is a technological 
marvel, state of the 
art and has at its heart a 
fantastic principal with 
the youth sides housed on the 
same site as the seniors and grad¬ 
ually progressing through the age 
groups and further up the campus, 
all the time striving to get to the 
very top where the first team 
enjoy the most remarkable of set¬ 
tings. 


That is coupled with the culture 
which exists at the club. 

They have experts in every field 
there, but under the current 
regime they are given the freedom 
to innovate and express them¬ 
selves. They can experiment, try 
new things, and it has resulted in 
some incredible ideas and dis¬ 
coveries that are truly 
leading the way in foot¬ 
ball. 

Though proof that 
you do not need a 
fancy training 
ground to thrive 
or to produce 
superb young 
talent has been 
provided down 
the years by 
Saints, this is 
something else 
altogether, and 
lays a platform to 
take the club on to 
another level entire¬ 
ly- 

Perhaps the most 
telling comment was from 
Katharina Liebherr, as she 
unveiled a plaque to her late 
father, Markus, whose vision the 
training base was. 

She said Markus would have 
been delighted as it paved the way 
for the club to have a sustainable 


future. What she meant is that the 
long term aspirations of Saints 
would be taken care of by this 
£39m project, so administration or 
deep pocketed owners would not 
be required in the future. What a 
legacy that is. 

Saints have the base to transition 
themselves from what they have 
always been seen as - the battling 
minnows who have achieved 
greatness in the past, most notably 
under Lawrie McMenemy, but not 
in this era where money has 
bought success - to a club that can 
strive for and achieve far better on 
a consistent basis. 

In fact, so remarkable is all of

this that it’s hard to imagine 
Saints won’t break the barriers of 
what was previously thought pos¬ 
sible. 

Therefore the challenge will 
come in keeping this club rooted to 
the community, to respecting its 
past and history and tradition 
while all around them is hype and 
glamour. 

That plaque to Liebherr and the 
sight of Paine touring the ground 
suggests that won’t be a problem. 

If so, if success is married with a 
progressive club but one that 
remembers what this is really all 
about, these are exciting times 
indeed. 


While Brendan Rodgers might 
be under pressure at 
Liverpool, and his team selec¬ 
tions under the microscope, 
you can at least see the side 
he puts out are trying, even if 
they aren’t succeeding. 

Manuel Pellegrini will be on 
borrowed time if City don’t 
give the same impression, and 
double quick. 

It’s a pretty damning indict¬ 
ment on the players if they 
can’t even manage that. 


■ It’s good 
that Formula One 
is so exciting this sea¬ 
son. 

Looking at the construc¬ 
tor’s championship table 
this week it revealed the 
team at the top have more 
than 300 points while two 
teams at the bottom do not 
have a single point.

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STAYING POWER: A YEAR IN MY LIFE 
By Phil Taylor with Mike Walters 
Sports book of the month price: £13.60 
saving £6.40 on rrp 

RARELY do those who have dominated 
our newspaper’s back pages and Sky 
Sports screens for more than two 
decades complain about being 
“exhausted from the strain of constant 
winning”. While it’s probably much bet¬ 
ter than the alternative, this cryptic ref¬ 
erence in Phil Taylor’s latest book sug¬ 
gests that perhaps The Power’s’ bat¬ 
teries are running a little low. 

No-one can challenge Taylor’s status 
as the greatest darts player of all time. 
A world champion on an incredible 16 
occasions, he reminds us of the time 
he first entered the Lakeside World 
Championship as a 125/1 outsider back 
in 1990. He was earning £74 a week in 
a ceramics factory, but after he defeat¬ 
ed Eric Bristow 6-1 in the final and col¬ 
lected a cheque for £24,000, his life 
changed forever. 

Staying Power avoids becoming 
another full-scale autobiography, con¬ 
centrating instead on a particularly dif¬ 
ficult year in Taylor’s life. Given the 
number of times he mentions his age 
and the fact that he’s now a grandfa¬ 
ther, the reader cannot help but con¬ 
clude that the affable Taylor is close to 
calling time on an incredible career. 

In many respects, Taylor has done for 
darts what Tiger Woods did for golf, his 
consistency, good nature and willing¬ 
ness to promote the game resulting in 
a phenomenal 
rise in TV 
exposure 
and, as a 
consequence, 
prize money. 

Yet here we 
see a man 
under con¬ 
stant pres¬ 
sure, ham¬ 
pered by a 
tough sched¬ 
ule and who, 
when he 
takes a three- 
week ‘detox’ 
break in 

Portugal catches an earful from his 
manager. This particular year in 
Taylor’s life is no cakewalk. 

Taylor talks of sleepless nights, men¬ 
tal exhaustion and of being increasingly 
distracted by personal problems. “My 
marriage was heading for the divorce 
courts,” he writes, “but there were 
other matters, which were too delicate 
to share with you, occupying my time 
and attention away from the oche.” 
Considering Taylor later reveals that he 
contemplated suicide in 2001 following 
a conviction for assaulting two women, 
his tantalising reference to delicate 
matters looks an ideal start point to a 
definitive autobiography when he finally 
calls time on his career. 

Before then, there’s another world 
championship next year - a 17th win 
for this engaging man would offer the 
opportunity for him to go out at the 
top.

Hythe not 
wanting a 
break yet 

SCARCELY a winter goes by without 
Premier League bosses calling for a 
mid-season break for players to 
recharge their batteries. But 
Sydenhams One side Hythe & 

Dibden have got the opposite prob¬ 
lem. 

With the second week of 
November now upon us, the 
Watersiders’ league campaign has 
barely got started. 

Hythe have played just six league 
matches to date and today was their 
second successive Saturday stand¬ 
ing idle. 

They finally return to action at 
Downton next weekend (November 
15) - a full three weeks after winning 
their last game 3-1 at Romsey Town. 

“Some of it’s down to cup games 
and we do have an odd number of 
teams in our league but, in theory, 
that should only affect us twice a 
season,” said manager Lee Burch, 
pictured below. “I don’t mind having 
one free Saturday, but not two in a 
row, especially when the weather’s 
decent. Sooner or later the weath¬ 
er’s going change and, when it does, 
pitches will struggle to deal with it 
and we’ll get 
games called 
off. 

“New 

Milton were 
also without 
a fixture and 
we spoke to 
them about 
bringing our 
game 

against them 
forward, but 
they’d 
already 
scheduled 
for a free 
day which 
they’re entitled to do.” 

What with the patchiness of their 
fixtures and the fact that they are 
still ground sharing at Blackfield & 
Langley, Hythe have struggled to 
build any momentum this term. 

But Burch is confident things will 
change when the doors to their new 
Clayfields Sports Centre base offi¬ 
cially open. 

With the floodlights now up and 
working, Hythe had planned to play 
their first game at the new ground 
against US Portsmouth on 
November 22. 

But a fixture alteration means they 
travel to Andover New Street that 
day, pushing back the official 
Clayfields opening to the December 
6 visit of Tadley Calleva. 

Looking forward to the big day, 
Burch said: “I live near the ground 
and drive past it all the time. 

“We went back to the new club¬ 
house after the Romsey game and 
just to have a clubhouse of our own 
again was a really good feeling. 

“This season’s been stop-start for 
us, but hopefully it will settle down 
soon and things will be looking 
good.”

CAST your mind back to the 
London 2012 Olympic Games 
and you might remember the 
‘marginal gains’ concept that 
helped underpin Great 
Britain’s incredible domi¬ 
nance in the cycling events. 

Literally everything the athletes 
did - from how they washed their 
hands, to what pillow they slept 
on when travelling - was looked at 
in great detail. 

The idea was that, if you could 
improve every little bit of your 
preparation by just one per cent, 
there could be a significant impact 
when you added it all together. 

Deep inside the striking Markus 
Liebherr Pavilion at Saints’ stun¬ 
ning new training complex, which 
was unveiled this week, a similar 
philosophy is in place. 

The sports medicine and science 
department is tasked with keeping 
the club’s players free of injury, 
and making sure those who do 
suffer from it get back on the pitch 
as soon as possible. 

In the construction of their state- 
of-the-art base, it is clear that they 
have paid enormous attention to 
detail. 

Visits were made to some of the 
world’s leading clubs and sporting 
institutions to research and devel¬ 
op new ideas, and all of that has 
been channelled into the incredi¬ 
ble area. 

Even the lighting, smells and 
sound in the treatment rooms is 
manipulated to aid recovery, or 
stimulate players ahead of train¬ 
ing. 

Players are surveyed every day 
on how they have slept, how much 
water they have drunk, and what 
their overall mood is. Saliva and 
blood samples are taken regular¬ 
ly. In short, nothing is overlooked. 

“They do questionnaires before 
and post-training, a whole range 
of things, so we understand where 
each player is before training, and 
that allows us to go and speak to 
them and do injury prevention 
things with them,” said head of 
the department, Mo Gimpel. 

“The key of successful injury 
prevention is putting the collec¬ 
tive lots of little bits together. 

“So if, for example, a player is at 
home living with a girlfriend and 
kids and they’re all sick, the odds 
of him getting sick are high. 

“You could say ‘Ok, let’s just 
leave it to the fates of the gods and 
see if he gets it and misses 


Saturday’, or do something 
about it. 

“We are a club that do some¬ 
thing about it.” 

Gimpel is clearly proud of his 
department’s innovative and 
forward-thinking approach. 

“I think the moment you stop, 
everyone catches up and passes 
you,” he said. 

“It’s a very forward-thinking 
moving club. There’s loads of 
things coming up online, and 
research is just a small part of 
the medical science department 
and validating what they do - 
making sure that what we think 


we’re doing, we’re doing. 

“So we go into the university 
system and find professors who 
have very good knowledge in 
very specific areas. 

“We have an army of people to 
call upon and ask questions and 
refine and refine and refine what 
we do to have very few injuries 
in the past two years - touch 
wood!” 

Gimpel couldn’t even go on hol¬ 
iday without trying to discover 
another little edge that could 
help the players. 

Speaking about the mood light¬ 
ing, he said: “Once we started 


discussing it and used our psy¬ 
chologists in-house to talk about 
different ways and different 
senses that can be stimulated in 
different ways, I then actually 
went to Vegas -1 was going there 
on holiday anyway - but I was 
intrigued and actually started 
speaking to one of the mainte¬ 
nance guys in the hotel, who 
must have thought I was an 
absolute weirdo, because they 
light the hotels like it’s daylight. 

“People stay awake because of 
the lighting. I’m like ‘Right, 
there’s something to this light¬ 
ing’.

“If they do a hard training day, 
can we manipulate it to start to 
set internally for a hard day’s 
running or football?” 

Gimpel added: “Part of my role, 
in the design of this, was to go 
round many, many clubs, not 
just football, but rugby overseas, 
into Europe and Ireland, and see¬ 
ing how they put their processes 
into place and their facilities, 
and taking good ideas back. 

“Some won’t work for us, but 
can we modify it? Some will work 
for us. 

“So us learning from other 
clubs and being flexible enough 
to adapt to all situations that we 
get thrown into, such as a change 
of manager, new players coming 
in. 

“Being able to very, very quick¬ 
ly get up to speed with what the 
manager’s training loads are and 
how we’re going to manage the 
players, and prevention of 
injury, to that training plan. 

“That’s the key, and there’s a 
huge process that goes on.” 

Gimpel has been with Saints for 
more than 15 years now, starting 
in the academy, becoming first- 
team physio and eventually 
becoming sports medicine and 
science manager. 

In that time, he has had to 
adapt a lot to the methods and 
knock-on effects of different 
managers. 

“I think there’s 19 managers 
that I’ve been through, and what 
that allows me to do is I have to 
be flexible,” he said. 

“The reality is Ronald’s 
[Ronald Koeman’s] working 
process I’ve seen before with 
other people. 

“There’s a tweak, every manag¬ 
er’s different - some are way out 
there, and some are way, way out 
there - but I’ve come across a lot 
of different types of training and 
methodologies of training and 
the fallout from that sort of train¬ 
ing. 

“We’ve got in the department a 
way of managing Ronald’s expec¬ 
tations in terms of managing 
injury prevention.” 

Gimpel added: “Ronald is so 
kind of open-minded and respect¬ 
ful of what’s gone on here before 
that he sits down and he listens 
to our story. 

“He sees the stats and he works 
with us. 

“So, yes, the manager needs to 
understand what we do, and buy 
into what we do, and we need to 
be flexible to understand his 
needs, because ultimately he is 
the decision maker, so we can 
give him all the information in 
the world to help him make his 
decisions. 

“It’s very much a hand in glove 
scenario. We have to work 
together.”

“Given what’s happened with 
the court case, I thought it 
would be nice for people to 
know what a great lad Steve 
is and how much he’s going 
to be missed. 

“He’s going to Australia for 
a year to see how things go. 

“He got married not long 
ago and we knew he was 
planning to do it. 

“Steve came to us from 
Totton & Eling and I signed 
him early doors when I took 
over here. 

“Since then he’s always 
been one of the first players 
on the team sheet. 

“He’s been excellent - not 
just as a player, but as a 
friend as well. We wish him 
all the best.” 



SAINTS may be at the cutting 
edge of technology after unveil¬ 
ing their redeveloped 
Staplewood training ground, but 
Martin Hunter believes you can 
still smell and taste the atmos¬ 
phere they are striving for. 

Katharina Liebherr and Ralph 
Krueger formally opened the new 
training ground, which has cost 
£33m with a further £6m to be spent 
in the final phases of the develop¬ 
ment. 

It is a big outlay for the club but 
one that stands them in great stead 
for the future. One of the guiding 
principles is to keep all players from 
under-7s through to the first team 
on the same site. 

There are different pitches and dif¬ 
ferent facilities for players as they 
progress through the system, steadi¬ 
ly working their way up the complex 
towards the plush surroundings 
enjoyed by the first team stars. 

It without doubt creates an aspira- 
tional culture at the club and keeps 
youngsters striving for more. 

“It’s superb,” said Hunter, the 
club’s technical director who had a 
significant input into the design and 
features of the complex. 

“It fits what you need. 

“Some clubs have got bigger facili¬ 
ties but they can become imperson¬ 
al. 

“Some clubs have got split sites but 
we don’t believe in that. 

“We’ve got one site with all our 
players and there’s a smell, you can 
taste the environment that we’ve got 
and that’s very important for us.” 

Saints are utilising the latest in 
technology and thinking to try and 
improve their players. 

That extends down the age groups. 

Soon youngsters will be issued 
with their own iPads allowing them 
to access an app that will feature 
clips of them playing, helping them 
to stay focused on where they are 
and what they need to do. 

“That’s coming along the pipeline, 
but certainly with the older teams 
we will use the auditorium pre-game 
and post-game to talk,” explained 
Hunter. 

“We will have targets that as 
coaches we will set for the teams 
and then as coaches they will have 
their own individual targets based 
on positional things. 

“For the younger boys it’s more a 
generic thing. 

“There is great detail and great 
thought in what we do on a daily 
basis.” 

He added: “All the games are 
videoed. 

“We have either got gantries or 


static cameras and we will be 
very precise in what we do in 
terms of filming certain sessions. 

“Things that can be used for { 
the under-21s can be used for the ^ 
younger players and coaches. I 
“There’s a system being devel- I 
oped on an app so players can 
look at their own footage, at the » 
moment they can look at that on ' 
their phones. I 

“They need to take ownership 
of their learning because it’s I 
not about the coach kicking the 1 
ball, it’s about the player tak- 1 
ing charge of their learning and J 
improve that way.”

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Saints’ technical 
director spells out

Staplewood development is 
the Markus Liebherr 
Pavilion, named after the 
late owner who saved 
the club from adminis¬ 
tration and whose 
vision the new facili¬ 
ties were. 

Hunter feels it is 
vital that Saints have 
a base such as this as 
they look to push for¬ 
ward and continue to 
attract young play¬ 
ers to the club. 

“They are very 
important. They are 
; things that we have 


been striving for,” he admit¬ 
ted. 

“Now the Pavilion is finished 
and we are developing further 
pitches and further facilities 
for the younger players. 

“When that’s up and running 
we will have state of the art 
facilities to help us develop the 
existing players that we’ve got 
and the younger players that 
show great potential and hope¬ 
fully will come through the 
system. 

“It gives us more ammuni¬ 
tion (to attract young players) 
so they can work in first class 
facilities and in all areas of the 


game, including their educa¬ 
tion and life skills. 

“It’s important that we pro¬ 
duce a rounded character and 
a person and not just a talented 
person. 

“The facilities that we’ve got 
here will help us and aid us to 
do that.” 

Hunter is responsible for 
overseeing the coaching struc¬ 
ture throughout the club and 
ensuring that the famous 
Saints supply line of young tal¬ 
ent keeps on rolling. 

“We work in three phases 
through the PPP,” he 
explained. 


“We have the foundation 
phase which is the youngest 
boys, then we have the phase 
really from 12 upwards which 
is the youth development 
phase and then at the upper 
end we’re talking of under-16 
players right the way through 
to the under-21s which is the 
professional development 
phase. 

“Part of my brief is to link all 
of those phases and make sure 
that the coaches are all singing 
from the same hymn sheet 
which is important. 

“The curriculum that the 
younger players get is far dif¬ 
ferent from the older players, 
so for example it might be prin¬ 
ciples of defending and attack¬ 
ing rather than preaching a 
system of play. 

“With the smaller pitches we 
will play smaller games on 
smaller pitches with smaller 
numbers and therefore more 
contacts of the ball, and it pro¬ 
gresses right the way through 
up the system. 

“There’s a pathway not just 
into the first team but for tal¬ 
ented boys to move through 
the age groups. 

“If you look at some of the 
boys that are early developers 
they have the potential to play 
in an older age group. 

“If you go back to Alex 
Oxlade-Chamberlain he spent 
a year playing a year down 
because of his physical devel¬ 
opment. 

“We treat everybody as an 
individual and have certain 
core elements we will use but 
the individual is important. 

“The player is at the centre of 
what we do and it’s a multi-dis¬ 
ciplinary way we attack the 
development process.” 

That development of the indi¬ 
vidual is a principle Saints 
have long held as they have 
become famous for producing 
not only good players but good 
people. 

It’s something Hunter wants 
to see continue. 

“Gareth Southgate men¬ 
tioned that about the boys that 
have played in the under-21s - 
not only are they excellent 
footballers, they are very 
strong characters and very 
grounded and that is very 
important for us,” he said. 

“We want players if they 
leave this football club and 
can’t play at the top level to 
play at a good level and be good 
characters, that’s part of what 
we do.”

FLASHBACK TO PAST

May 26 1947 
Saints 1 Leicester 1 

With both sides languishing in the middle of 
Division Two, this fixture - played just a few 
days away from June due to the bad winter 
weather - had a real ‘end of season affair’ feel to 
it. 

Jack Bradley gave Saints a first-half lead but 
Smith equalised in the final ten minutes. 

December 13 1947 
Saints 3 Leicester 1 

Leicester were in rich form coming into this 
match, having won their previous four league 
away games. 

Saints put a stop to that, though, despite going 
behind to a goal from Adam. 

Bill Wrigglesworth levelled before Ted Bates 
and Eric Day made the points safe. 

October 23 1948 
Saints 6 Leicester 0 

Saints registered their biggest league win of 
the campaign against a below-par Leicester. 
Charlie Wayman weighed in five goals, his first 
being his 100th in League football. Ted Bates 
also scored. 


April 29 1950 
Saints 5 Leicester 3 

With the season drawing to a conclusion, 
Saints needed other results to go their way if 
they were to achieve promotion. Ted Bates and 
Charlie Wayman both scored twice with Ernie 
Stevenson completing the nap hand as Saints 
finished fourth. 


December 2 1950 
Saints 2 Leicester 2 

Saints came from two goals down thanks to 
goals from Eddy Brown and Ted Bates. 

February 23 1952 
Saints 2 Leicester 0 

Walter Judd and Eric Day netted. 

August 30 1952 
Saints 5 Leicester 2 

Goals from Eric Day (2), Walter Judd, Jack 
McDonald and Charlie Purves gave Saints a 
rare moment of joy in an otherwise miserable 
campaign that saw them relegated from the 
Second Division. 

January 14 1967 
Saints 4 Leicester 4 

Ron Davies struck a hat-trick in the first top 
flight home fixture against the Foxes. Martin 
Chivers was also on target with a header. 

October 14 1967 
Saints 1 Leicester 5 

It took Leicester 20 years to register their first 
post-war win over Saints at The Dell, but they 
did it in style. 

Ron Davies put Saints ahead but Stringfellow’s 
double plus goals from Tewley and Sinclair put 
the visitors in command. 

Future Saints keeper Peter Shilton completed 
the scoring with a long kick sailing over keeper 
Campbell Forsyth. 

March 22, 1969 Saints 1 Leicester 0 

Ron Davies headed in Terry Paine’s free kick 



for the the only goal against a Leicester side that 
would be relegated that season. 

March 2 1973 
Saints 0 Leicester 0 

Leicester keeper Peter Shilton, who would go 
on to star for Saints, was in good form in this 
goalless stalemate. 

March 18 1974 
Saints 1 Leicester 0 

Bobby Stokes struck the only goal, but Saints 
would be relegated from the top flight at the end 
of the season. 

December 27 1980 
Saints 4 Leicester City 0 

Kevin Keegan opened the scoring before 
Graham Baker (penalty), Charlie George and

Saints failed to score against a 
Leicester side that finished the sea¬ 
son relegated. 

April 30, 2006 
Saints 2 Leicester 0 
Ricardo Fuller and Andrew 
Surman were on target. 

December 30 2006 
Saints 2 Leicester 0 
Goals from Pele and David Prutton 
helped Saints’ play-off push under 
George Burley. 

March 11, 2008 
Saints 1 Leicester 0 

Stern John scored the only goal as 
Saints claimed a vital win to help 
their eventual Championship sur¬ 
vival battle, while Leicester were rel¬ 
egated. 


January 23, 2012 
Saints 0 Leicester 2 

Goals from former Pompey striker 
David Nugent and ex-Saint Matt 
Mills sealed a Championship win for 
Nigel Pearson on his first return to 
St Mary’s as an opposing manager. 
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With our country having this year 
marked the centenary of the start of 
the First World War, and with 
Remembrance Sunday taking place 
this weekend, the Sports Pink delves 
into the All the Saints book and 
takes a look back at the impact the 
conflict had on the club... 


SAINTS’ GREATEST 


AUGUST 4,1914, was a defining 
day in our history, as Great 
Britain declared war on 
Germany. 

Despite the seismic nature of this 
event, however, for the Saints play¬ 
ers of the time very little actually 
changed. 

While first-class cricket in 
England was quickly suspended, 
the Football League had no inten¬ 
tion of following the MCC’s suit, 
insisting that “our great winter 
game should pursue its natural 
course”. 

The Southern League, which 
housed Saints, followed their lead 
and, on Wednesday, September 2, 
the 1914/15 football season kicked 
off. 

A total of 23 players would be used 
by the club during the campaign, as 
they earned a sixth-place finish in 
their division. 

The sport’s decision-makers had 
reasoned that, by continuing, they 
would boost not only the morale of 
those at home, but also the men in 
the trenches, who would momen¬ 
tarily have their minds taken off the 
horror unfolding around them as a 
result of receiving the football 
news. 

It was also hoped that the matches 
could be used to encourage dona¬ 
tions to the war funds - although 
with many fans away serving their 
country, this was not simple. 

Additionally, the fact uniformed 
men were admitted free-of-charge 
heaped further pressure on clubs’ 
finances, to the point where they 
could not afford their players’ 
wages, leading to squad members 
having to accept a reduction in 
their income. 

Still, there was some evidence to 
suggest the first two points had 
merit, but, by the end of the season, 
that argument had been severely 
chipped away at, and League foot¬ 
ball was officially halted in July 
1915. 

That freed up players from Saints 
to enlist or join the war-time effort 
on home soil, particularly by work¬ 
ing in the shipyards. 

Inevitably, the fighting led to the 
loss of many men associated with 
the club. 

Curiously, though, the first death, 
three months into the conflict, had 
nothing to do with the war, as 
George Mounsey - a centre-half, 
who made one Southern League 
appearance for Saints - passed 
away. 

He had received a heavy blow 
from a ball to the stomach during a 
reserve fixture at Watford, requir¬ 
ing him to receive artificial respira¬ 
tion, and he died three days later, 
officially from heart failure. 

Mounsey’s death had come a full 
six weeks before the first ex-Saint - 
some of whom were, of course, 
already away fighting - died on the 
Western Front. 

That was Fred Costello, who had 
played for the club from 1907 to 1909 
and helped them reach the FA Cup 
semi-final in his first season, scor¬

ing twice in the quarters to knock¬ 
out holders Everton. 

Having finished in football, 
Private Costello had enlisted at the 
age of 32, in the Royal 
Warwickshires, perishing on 
December 19,1914, in Belgium. He is 
commemorated on the Ploegsteert 
Memorial. 

Costello was one of 19 men to have 
played for Saints who died as a 
result of the conflict. 

Each story is tragic, and all are 
chronicled in the incredible book, 
All the Saints, produced by the 
club’s official historians and from 
which the details on this page are 
sourced. 

In among some are tales of 
tremendous bravery, notably 
Edward Inkerman Jordan Bell, who 
made eight first-team appearances 
for Saints, from 1907 to 1908. 

Captain Bell, who played for the 
17th Middlesex, also known as the 
Footballers’ Battalion, received a 
Military Cross award “for conspicu¬ 
ous gallantry” after assuming com¬ 
mand from wounded Major Frank 
Buckley at the Battle of Delville 
Wood in July 1916. 

Bell, who was killed by an enemy 
shell, near Albert, in 1918, would 


later be gazetted a Bar to his 
Military Cross “for conspicuous 
gallantry and devotion to duty”. 

He was not the only ex-Saint to 
receive the award, with Peter 
Desbrow, who made a single 
Western League appearance in 
1901, awarded a Military Cross after 
returning to conduct “distinguished 


work” in France and Flanders, 
despite having been badly gassed in 
one of the conflict’s first gas 
attacks. 

Desbrow would survive the war, 
dying in Salisbury in 1971, at the 
age of 89. 

He was not the ‘longest’ survivor, 
however. That was Len Butt, who 


left Saints to serve four years in 
India with the 5th Hampshire 
Regiment, before later rejoining the 
club and living into his 100th year. 

Of those killed in action, Cecil 
Christmas has a particularly 
notable story, dying on October 7, 
1916, in the final phase of the Battle 
of the Somme, on the same battle¬ 
field that a certain Adolf Hitler had 
been wounded two days previously. 

Back home, the football did not 
completely stop, though, as region¬ 
al competitions were established, 
with Saints featuring in three dif¬ 
ferent leagues over the course of 
four seasons. 

Firstly, they competed with six 
other sides in a South Western 
Combination, before joining a 
London Combination in 1916. 

They were subsequently kicked 
out of that, along with all the other 
provincial teams, after sides in the 
capital complained about problems 
with travelling to those opponents. 

That led to the creation of the 
South Hants War League, featuring 
Saints, Pompey, Cowes, two ship¬ 
yard sides - Thornycrofts and 
Harland & Wolff - and two military 
teams, who were dropped after the 
1917/18 season, making it a five- 
team division. 

One of the most bizarre aspects of 
this league was that Saints often 
found themselves taking on some of 
their “own” players, who had

helped the war effort by joining the 
shipyards and were, therefore, 
turning out for their rather formi¬ 
dable sides. 

Notably, there was Arthur 
Dominy - who would make 392 
peace-time appearances for 
Southampton and score 155 goals - 
but for two seasons was playing 
against them as a key man in the 
Harland & Wolff side. 

So strong were these teams that, 
in each campaign, Saints finished 
below both Thornycrofts and 
Harland & Wolff. 

Having honed his skills, Dominy, 
who could have ranked alongside 
Terry Paine and Mick Channon in 
the 550-appearance category for 
Saints had war not broken out, 
would return to the club after the 
conflict ended to establish a bril¬ 
liant strike partnership with Bill 
Rawlings, who had served with the 
Wessex Field Ambulance. 

In fact, Saints actually emerged 
from the First World War with a 
stronger team, thanks in part to the 
quality of players who had come to 
the city to work in the shipyards 
and who were signed after the con¬ 
flict. 

There were others who also 
developed as players despite the 
war, such as Bert Shelley, who, 
encouraged by his older brother, 
actually enlisted at 15, serving with 
the Hampshire Territorials in 
India, where he was a member of

the battalion side, before winning 
the Divisional Cup in Egypt, with the 
lst/4th Wiltshires in 1918. 

That may have delayed his football 
career, but he would return home, 
where he was soon spotted by Saints, 
going on to make 465 appearances 
for the club - a record that stood 
until Tommy Traynor surpassed it 
in the 1960s. 

Outside of those who were tragical¬ 
ly killed, arguably the biggest impact 
the war had on Saints came when a 
young sergeant was posted to a rest 
camp in Norfolk, in 1917. 

The Royal Engineer never played 
for Saints, but was a former Bolton 
and Leeds player. 

While recuperating, he would meet 
and marry a young local woman, 
before having a son together. 

In 1935, that lad would come to the 
attention of the Norwich manager, 
Tom Parker, who had been one of 
Saints’ finest ever full-backs. 

Two years later, Parker would 
head back to The Dell as manager, 
and take the sergeant’s son with 
him. 

The sergeant? W.E. Bates. 

His son? Well, that was a certain 
individual named Ted... 

All the Saints: A Complete 
Players’ Who’s Who of 
Southampton FC profiles every sin¬ 
gle one of the thousand-plus men to

Memory 

stirred 

SAINTS’ official historians recently 
held an enlightening talk on 
‘Southampton FC and the First 
World War’. 

David Bull, Duncan Holley and 
Gary Chalk spoke at the Winchester 
Discovery Centre, giving an insight 
into the effect of the conflict on the 
club and its players. 

The talk was also attended by three 
of the 1976 FA Cup-winning squad - 
Hugh Fisher, Jim Steele, pictured 
below, and Paul Bennett. 

The trio signed copies of 
the historians’ latest 
publication, All the 
Saints, which pro¬ 
files all the players 
ever to have fea¬ 
tured for the club, 
and of which 
details are being 
continuously updat¬ 
ed with the help of 
several military 

sources, most recently the 
Hampshire Regiment Museum. 

The book includes a hugely 
detailed pre-war section, as well as a 
war-time one, in which many fasci¬ 
nating, not to mention moving, sto¬ 
ries are found. 

Bull said: “One of the longest peri¬ 
ods of the evening almost was the 
number of people who stayed to talk 
afterwards, and it was like a meeting 
of Southampton Football Club’s 
community. 

“The whole evening made me feel 
that I belong to a community club.” 

Fisher added: “It was a great 
evening. It was a really interesting 
talk.”

Malone hits out at faceless 
internet critics after defeat

‘FOR ME IT’S WATER OFF A DUCK’S BACK’: Winchester City 


DAVE Malone has described the expec¬ 
tation heaped on Winchester City as 
“ridiculous”, writes WENDY GEE. 

When City bowed out of the FA Vase 3-0 at 
home to Horndean last Saturday, it wasn’t 
long before a new thread entitled “The NEW 
ERA didn’t last very long!!!” appeared on the 
unofficial club message board. 

That was a cutting reference to City’s first 
defeat under new manager Paul Masters, 
who had taken charge a week earlier follow¬ 
ing the twin resignations of Tim Cole and 
Danny Robinson. 

Hitting back at those gloating critics who 
now predict City will win nothing this sea¬ 
son, Malone said: “The expectations are 
ridiculous. 

“People go on about the money 
we’re throwing at it, but no way 
have we got the highest budget 
in this league. 

“Working within those con¬ 
fines, we’ve got together a good 
set of players and it’s up to the 
manager now to put it all togeth¬ 
er.” 

Although Malone disputes 
much of the criticism 
thrown Winchester’s 
way, he accepts it comes 
with the territory. 

“We propagate it to a 
degree and then you 
get all the hype that 
goes with it,” he said. 

“When we lose a 
game, of course there 
are people who are 
pleased about it, but 
that’s the pressure we are 
under. 

“It’s Paul (Masters) who 
has to live with that, not 
me. 

“For me it’s water off a 
duck’s back. 

“It always amazes me 
though that these faceless 
wonders on the internet 
have never got the guts to 
put their names to their 
comments. 

“We don’t edit the message 
board and we don’t stop any¬ 
one writing on there, because 
I’m all for free speech. 

“But I wish these people had 


the balls to say who they are. 

“In all my years in football I don’t think I’ve 
had one person come up to me and tell me 
their opinion face to face.” 

Although City enjoyed the bulk of the pos¬ 
session against Horndean, it was the visitors 
who carried the cutting edge as goals by 
Mark Smith, Gary Austin and substitute 
Harry Potter stunned the 2004 Vase winners. 

Giving Horndean their due, Malone said: 
“We were absolutely gutted, but the saving 
grace is that Horndean thoroughly deserved 
to win and there was no hard luck story. 

“I’d hoped we’d go a long way in the Vase, 
but I’m a realist and I know full well you 
can’t put your house on winning any cup 
competition. 

“We’ve got new players in there, which will 
take a bit of time, but we’re not a million 
miles off it. 

“Now we’ll see what we’ve made of.” 
Making their debuts for City were 
experienced former AFC Totton goal¬ 
keeper Gareth Barfoot, signed from 
Blackfield & Langley, and centre-back 
Scott Sampson who has followed recent 
signing Charlie Smeeton over from 
Newport IoW. 

On the debit side,’keeper 
Jason Collins is heading 
for Hamworthy United 
while experienced mid¬ 
fielder Liam Green has 
signed for Blackfield. 

Discussing the 
departures, team boss 
Masters said: “I told 
both ’keepers - Jason 
and Ross Casey - that 
Gareth wasn’t joining 
as our number two, 
although Gareth’s obvious¬ 
ly got to keep up standards to 
stay in the side.

“I haven’t been one of those lads 
that has burst on the scene, I’ve 
had to work for it and bide my time 
and, hopefully, I have taken my 
chances. 

“I would not change anything 
about how it has gone. 

“If I could give any advice to peo¬ 
ple that are in the position I was in 
two years ago, it would be to go out 
on loan and work hard because 
then you get opportunities to get 
where you want to be.” 

The England under-20s’ game 
against Canada is of particular 
note to Cherries fans as it takes 
place at Dean Court on Wednesday 
at 7.45pm. 

Cargill told Cherries’ official 
website: “It’s a massive moment 
for me and my family and every¬ 
one that has helped me to get 
where I am today. 

“What an honour it is to be called 
up for England - I just can’t 
believe it. 

“We trained as normal and the 
gaffer came over. I thought he was 
going to give me some positive crit¬ 
icism and then he told me I had 
been called up. 

“I could get to play at Dean Court 
in an England shirt which would 
be even better, but just to be recog¬ 
nised and involved is amazing. 

“This just proves that if you work 
hard, you get your reward. This is 
going to make me work even hard¬ 
er, because I want more.”

DAVE Diaper believes working 
for yourself is a major plus 
when it comes to running a 
non-League team, writes 
WENOYGEE 

As managing director of BSA 
Regal Electrical Services, Diaper 
had the flexibility to balance work 
and business commitments during 
14 successful years as Sholing boss 
which culminated in May’s FA 
Vase triumph at Wembley. 

And that, along with having con¬ 
trol of the playing budget in his 
dual role as chairman, gave him a 
huge advantage over his recently 
departed successors Mick Marsh 
and Dave Fear. 

With Wembley seemingly the last 
stop on his managerial journey, 
Diaper moved upstairs as director 
of football over the summer, hand¬ 
ing the team reins to trusty coach 
Marsh and successful reserve team 
boss Fear. 

But it proved something of a poi¬ 
soned chalice for the two long-serv¬ 
ing clubmen who won just three 
and drew five of 15 league games in 
charge before Diaper reclaimed 
control last week. 

In his first game back at the helm, 
Diaper oversaw a morale-boosting 
1-0 FA Trophy win over Tiverton 
Town. 

But though delighted with the per¬ 
formance, he was gutted to have 
learned that morning that Fear 
would be following Marsh out of the 
Portsmouth Road door. 

Reflecting on a dramatic week of 
change at the Silverlake Arena, he 
said: “Dave and Mick are both guys 
I think a lot of. It’s been a fragile sit¬ 
uation and only time will tell. 


“The club itself is going through a 
transitional period and it was 
always going to be hard work for 
any manager taking over. 

“Mick has a demanding job out¬ 
side football and was finding it 
increasingly difficult to fulfil his 
duties as manager. 

“I just think that the most suc¬ 
cessful managers are the ones who 
work for themselves. 

“The amount of work that’s need¬ 
ed to run a side is massive, especial¬ 
ly in the Southern League, and if 
you’re working for someone else 
your time is very limited. 

“To be a successful manager at 
this level you have to be very com¬ 
mitted, but you need the time to be 
able to do that. 

“I get on the phone speaking to 
people like Alex Pike at Gosport, 
but I do it in my lunch break or I get 
into work at seven in the morning 
to compensate. But I’m my own 
boss and not everyone’s in a posi¬ 
tion to do that.” 

Diaper himself will not have quite 
as much time to devote to the job 
this time round, which is where the 
appointment of former Totton & 
Eling boss Stuart Hussey as assis¬ 
tant manager comes in handy. 

“I’ve got certain business commit¬ 
ments coming up and I will need to 
delegate more, but that’s healthy,” 
he said. “Stu has got experience at 
management level and he can also 
do the coaching. 

“When Mick and Dave were man¬ 
aging, it wasn’t a case of me looking 
over their shoulder all the time. 

“But being chairman of the club, I 
still have opinions and it’s difficult 
to leave it alone. 

“The only way I could do that 
would be to leave the club com¬ 


pletely. But if you live and die foot¬ 
ball and it’s in the bones, it’s very 
hard to walk away.” 

The break-up of the FA Vase-win- 
ning team, allied to rotten luck with 
injuries, made life particularly 
tough for Marsh and Fear who had 
the added challenge of moving back 
up from the Wessex to the Southern 
League. 

A major squad rebuilding job is 
called for and Diaper feels he is best 


placed to do it. 

“It’s easier for me to manage 
because I deal with the budget and I 
know exactly what’s available to 
spend, so I can ring players and 
that’s that,” he said. 

“But if you’re a manager who’s 
not in control of the budget etc., it’s 
difficult. 

“Experience off the park helps 
and that’s why it works for me and 
Sholing.”

FRANK LAMPARD (106 caps, 1999-2014) 

A member of the so-called Golden Generation 
which was expected to thrive under Sven-Goran 
Eriksson, Lampard hung up his 
boots after the World Cup 
without a winner's medal to 
his name. The midfielder 
was an outstanding ser¬ 
vant for his country, 
though, particularly in the 
early stages when he 
scored many of his 29 
goals with well-timed runs 
from midfield. The one ‘goal’ he 
will perhaps be most remembered for though is the 
one that was not given when he hit the crossbar 
and the ball bounced over the line in the 2010 
World Cup defeat to Germany. 


ASHLEY COLE (107 caps, 2001-2014) 

Cole made the left-back role his own for over a 
decade after making his England debut as a 20- 
year-old under Eriksson. While Cole divided opin¬ 
ion among supporters there was never any doubt 
about his ability. Ex-Saint Wayne Bridge tried - 
and failed - to dethrone Cole during Eriksson’s 
reign. But when Roy Hodgson omitted him from his 
World Cup squad earlier this year, Cole retired. 
Hodgson praised the dignity with which he took his 
omission and the Roma defender was one of 
England’s biggest supporters on Twitter this sum¬ 
mer. 



PETER SHILTON (125 caps, 1970-1990) 

Shilton, who started out his long 
career at home town club 
Leicester, made his England 
debut against East 
Germany at Wembley in 
1970. The former Saints 
stopper would go on to 
feature at the European 
Championship twice as well 
as three World Cups, reaching 
the semi-finals in 1990. 


DAVID BECKHAM (115 caps, 1996-2009) 

Beckham remains England's most-capped outfield 
player, having made his debut for new manager 
Glenn Hoddle against Moldova in September 1996. 
The former Manchester United and Real Madrid 
man captained England at two World Cups, com¬ 
ing full circle after being vilified for his sending-off 
against Argentina at the 1998 finals in France. 

BOBBY MOORE (108 caps, 1962-1973) 

West Ham centre-back Moore led England to 
World Cup glory at Wembley in 1966 and was 
respected throughout the game for his superb 
defending and sportsmanship - featuring in a 
famous photograph embracing Brazilian icon Pele 
after their clash at the 1970 World Cup. He passed 
away in 1993 aged 51 and Moore’s statue now 
stands at the front of Wembley Stadium. 



STEVEN GERRARD (114 caps, 2000-2014) 

Gerrard may have struggled at times to bring his 
Liverpool form to the international stage but he 

was a key man in the England 
engine room, taking over 
from David Beckham as 
its driving force. Gerrard 
made his England debut 
under Kevin Keegan 
against Ukraine and 
retired nearly a decade 
and a half later after lead¬ 
ing his country in the World 
Cup this summer. Unfortunately 
for Gerrard, his last proper act was to accidentally 
provide the assist for Luis Suarez's killer goal 
which knocked England out. 


BOBBY CHARLTON (106 caps, 1958-1970) 

Manchester United attacking midfielder Charlton 
was part of the 1966 World Cup-winning squad, 
and remains England’s all-time record goalscorer 
with 49. Charlton’s last appearance for the Three 
Lions came in the quarter-final defeat to West 
Germany at the 1970 World Cup, which made him 
at the time England’s most-capped outfield player. 


BILLY WRIGHT (105 caps, 1946-1959) 

Wolves defender Wright was England’s first centu¬ 
rion, the team captain earning his 100th cap 
against Scotland at Wembley in 1959. Wright was 
also skipper of the England team which suffered a 
shock defeat to the United States at the 1950 
World Cup in Brazil, but would go on to play again 
at two more tournaments. He passed away aged 
70, his ashes scattered on the pitch at Molineux. 
His statue now stands outside the ground.

Flitney takes 


AS A man who is particularly zeal¬ 
ous about the art of goalkeeping, 
Ross Flitney had his eye on how he 
could continue to progress his own 
game even before Eastleigh won last 
season’s Conference South title. 

Speaking early in the new year, the Spitfires number 
one expressed a tentative hope that the club would 
recruit a keepers’ coach in the event that they did 
secure promotion, writes PAUL MCNAMARA. 

That eventuality came to pass although, as Flitney 
explains, through no fault of the club’s, he is already 
working under his second keeping specialist of the 
season. 

“We had Scotty Bevan at the start of the year and, 
unfortunately, we lost him. He went on to bigger and 
better things (Bevan was appointed as goal keeping 
coach at Portsmouth late in pre-season) and I wish 
him all the best - he’s a good friend.” 

Bevan’s legacy is evident on Eastleigh’s Wellington 
Sports Ground training fields, however, in the form of 
Steve Manning, the man that the former Saints player 
‘highly recommended’ to come in his stead. 

Manning was already on the staff at Havant & 
Waterlooville, and is now combining that role with his 
work with the Silverlake Stadium club’s stoppers. 

The arrangement, says Flitney enthusiastically, has 
got off to an encouraging start. 

“He’s been brilliant. It’s been a different form of 
coaching to what I’ve been used to, but he’s improved 
certain aspects of my game and definitely improved 
the young lads as well. 

“He’s extremely technical and very in depth in the 
way he explains things. It’s good that I understand it! 
It’s just a different style. 

“Near enough everything we do focuses on plyomet- 
rics and agility. It’s good. He’s working us very hard as 
well so I’m enjoying it.” 

Manning’s responsibilities at Havant & Waterlooville 
mean that he doesn’t have the opportunity to watch 
Flitney first-hand in competitive action. 

That is an issue that the pair have, thus far, success¬ 
fully negotiated. 

HIGHLIGHTS 

“He watches the highlights of every game, and now 
and again I give him a disc if there’s anything specific I 
want him to look at. 

“We might have a chat over breakfast on Monday 
about anything I’m not happy with, or anything I’ve 
done well on the Saturday. 

“He does ask if there’s anything I want to work on, 
but nine times out of ten I’ll leave it up to him and it’s 
been really good so far.” 

Flitney’s assertive performances between the 
Spitfires’ posts this season are testament to that thor¬ 
ough approach, and to the relish with which he 
approaches his work away from the public eye - “I 
always work hard in training and do bits and pieces 
away from here as well.” 

The former Gillingham man, having celebrated his 
30th birthday in June this year, laughs when he’s 
reminded of his previously stated belief that a goal¬ 
keeper’s peak years fall between the ages of 30 and 
35. 

“I hope I’m right in that! I don’t think I’ll necessarily 
get any better as a keeper. 

“You just become a bit more consistent, and can 
read the game better. 

“No situation is ever the same, but you can predict 
and be ready for certain things.” 

Flitney was unquestionably ready for the rise in stan¬ 
dard that awaited him and his colleagues in the 
Conference Premier this year. 

The Hitchin-born stopper has played in the division 
for Grays Athletic (between 2007 and 2009) and in 
League Two for Barnet (2005-2007). 

He also made the jump from Conference South to 
League Two in 2011, when leaving Dover Athletic for 
Gillingham. 

Flitney admitted to noticing a leap in quality then - 
“The balls were moving a bit quicker and they are bet¬ 
ter players.” 

On this occasion, while acknowledging the class 
divide between what he now faces and the football 
that he had become accustomed over the last two 
years, Flitney has found the transition more straightfor¬ 
ward. 

“They’re the same balls which is quite fortunate (the 
Football League use different footballs to their non-

“He doesn’t want me to get comfortable, which I try

(Centre-back and captain) Dean (Beckwith) got sent 
off on Saturday, and whoever comes in for him this 
week will do just as well. I’ve got complete faith in 
that. 

“When you do have a settled team, though, it’s not 
only valuable to the back four. It’s beneficial for the 
whole side. 

“When you’re playing a lot of games together, the 
players do become more familiar with each other. 

“We get to know each other’s games and can read 
what people are going to do a bit more. You can 
never play the same 11 all season though. It’s impos¬ 
sible. 

“But, like I said we’ve got plenty of good players 
ready to step in and do well.” 

A feeling shared by those Eastleigh players is their 
delight regarding the astonishing increase in atten¬ 
dances at the Silverlake this campaign. 

Formerly averaging home gates of roughly 600, the 
Spitfires now routinely play in front of four-figure 
crowds, home and away. 

Flitney, by now struggling to make himself heard 
above the din of his boisterous teammates, who are 
all in understandably fine spirits as they enjoy their 
lasagne lunch across from where we sit in the main 
room of Eastleigh’s clubhouse, echoes his colleagues’ 
joy at the numbers being attracted to watch them 
play. 

“It’s a great feeling to have the crowds coming in. 
The bigger attendances here make for a better atmos¬ 
phere and hopefully they’ll keep growing. Myself and 
the boys love it. 

“We do go away to places where they’ve got a few 
more fans as well. It adds to the atmosphere and the 
occasion. 

“I don’t think there’s any better feeling for a foot¬ 
baller - walking out at 3 o’clock on a Saturday and 
there being anywhere between one thousand to six 
thousand people there. It’s a great feeling.” 

The affection with which Flitney is held by Spitfires’ 
followers is borne out by the decision of the official 
supporters’ club to sponsor the goalkeeper this season. 

PRIDE 

The player, who first came to the Silverlake on a tem¬ 
porary basis in October 2012, appreciates the backing. 

“That’s really nice. It’s great that they wanted to 
sponsor me this year and I take quite a lot of pride in 
that.” 

As popular within the club as he is on the terraces - 
he had a telling influence on this day’s choice of menu 
- Flitney hopes to be around for some time yet. 

In the week that 33-year-old Spanish keeper Iker 
Casillas revealed his ambition to continue his remark¬ 
able Real Madrid career until he turns 40, Eastleigh’s 
former Fulham man vowed that he, too, would contin¬ 
ue for as long as he can. 

“As long as I’m enjoying it, that’s the main thing. I am 
and hopefully that will continue. As long as the body 
holds out, then I can’t see me stopping for any reason. 
I’d really like to stay at the club. 

“I enjoy it and I’m comfortable and settled here. I’m 
here next year as it stands and we’ll see what happens 
after that.” 

There is no danger, however, of this understated and 
cerebral man becoming carried away with his side’s 
wonderful run of form. 

“We’re doing really well at the minute. We’ve tight¬ 
ened things up at the back a bit and that’s serving us 
well. If we can keep progressing over the next seven 
months, in the manner that we have so far, then we’ll 
stand a chance of doing reasonably well.” 

As he plays in the most unforgiving position on the 
field - a job of which current Derby County and ex- 
Manchester United goalkeeping coach Eric Steele 
recently said: ‘When we do it right, no one remembers. 
When we do it wrong, no one forgets.’ - Flitney’s ten¬ 
dency towards caution is understandable. 

Nevertheless, these are heady times at Eastleigh FC 
and, although he might not be comfortable with the 
acclaim that his displays frequently attract, Ross 
Flitney deserves enormous credit for his part in the 
strides that the club continues to make.

4) Things would have been so 
much different for Rooney had he 
opted to represent the Republic 
of Ireland instead of England. He 
was eligible through his grand¬ 
mother Patricia Fitzsimons. 

5) Rooney grew up an Everton fan 
but also follows Celtic and sup¬ 
ports rugby league side Leeds 
Rhinos. 

6) Last month the forward set a 
new milestone by becoming the 
first Premier League player to 
reach 10 million Twitter followers. 

7) Wayne is not the only Rooney in 
football today, with younger broth¬ 
er John currently plying his trade at 
Conference side Chester, having 
had spells at clubs varying from 
New York Red Bulls to Barnsley.

IT was January 3,2011. 

Eastleigh were losing 2-1 at home to 
Hampshire rivals Havant & 
Waterlooville in a Conference South 
encounter at The Silverlake 
Stadium. 

Paul McNamara was among the 
home supporters wondering how Ian 
Baird’s Spitfires would get back into 
the contest. 

“There was an inevitability about 
the manner in which they(Havant) 
woild efficiently see out a clinical 
victory,” McNamara writes in his 
forthcoming book on Eastleigh, ‘The 
More We Win The Better It Will Be’. 

But no. 

“Football then did what football 
does best. It produced a final 20 min¬ 
utes of mayhem,” McNamara noted. 

Tom Jordan headed a leveller, 
Brett Williams fired Eastleigh ahead 
and Jamie Slabber sealed the come- 
from-behind success by “contemptu¬ 
ously” converting a late penalty. 

“Suddenly I was gripped,” said 
McNamara, who was certainly even 
at that stage no stranger to watching 
Eastleigh. 

“I could feel a sense of belonging. 

“The last 20 minutes of that cold 
afternoon at Ten Acres, when any 
outside worries or duties were 
placed on hold, the home crowd 
formed as one in support of a stirring 
fightback and the floodlights shone 
through the gloom on a home team in 
the ascendancy over their neigh¬ 
bours, elevated me onto a cloud from 
which I didn’t descend for a good 72 
hours. 

“It was while scaling the post 4-2 
euphoria that I wondered how many 
other people out there were feeling 
similarly buoyed in the wake of both 
the result and the rousing style in 
which it was earned. 

“I was no less intrigued as to the 
effect the match would have on its 
victorious participants. 

“Eastleigh were, at the time, a 
wholly part-time outfit. 

“I wanted to know much more. 
What jobs were these fellas getting 
up to tackle so soon after their star¬ 
ring roles on a spine-tingling after¬ 
noon? How long did it take for the 
adrenaline to disappear? 

“My musings inspired by that sin¬ 
gle afternoon set the ball rolling. 

“I became increasingly fascinated 
by both the lifestyles that is incum¬ 
bent upon a non league footballer 
and the array of personalities con¬ 
tained in the dressing rooms of these 
clubs. 

“I wanted to know about the hum¬ 
drum. What motivates the semi pro, 
with no chance of any national kudos 
for their efforts and a pay packet that 
corresponds more closely to the pay¬ 
ing fan than that of a world 
renowned film star, to drag them¬ 
selves into training and apply eye- 
balls-out intensity to their football 
on a miserable winter’s day?” 

That was the start of McNamara’s 
involvement on the inside at 
Eastleigh, as opposed to just another 
fan looking in from the outside. 

Eventually granted exclusive 
access to all the major players 
involved with the Spitfires, the life¬ 
long Everton supporter spent the 
2013/14 season chronicling a year in 
the life of a non league 
club.McNamara certainly struck

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lucky, as Eastleigh celebrated the 
greatest season in their history with 
the Conference South title. 

Eastleigh supporters will obvious¬ 
ly lap up this book, and thankfully 
for McNamara there is now more of 
those than ever before.The club 
have more than doubled their aver¬ 
age league attendance this season as 


they rub shoulders with English 
football’s non league elite for the 
first time. 

But ‘The More We Win The Better It 
Will Be’ - the title of the book comes 
from a quote given to McNamara by 
Eastleigh founder Derik Brooks last 
summer - should appeal to all foot¬ 
ball fans, irrespective of who they 
support. 

All non league fans should certain¬ 
ly devour the book. 

Even if they aren’t Eastleigh fans, 
McNamara’s love of the semi profes¬ 
sional game - far removed from the 
glamour, glitz, media attention and 


wealth of their Premier League 
cousins - shines through. 

Growing up as an Everton season 
ticket holder, McNamara no doubt 
never once thought he would end up 
besotted by non league football 
watching games where attendances 
would be measured in hundreds 
rather than tens of thousands. 

But by summer 2010, just a year 
after setting foot inside the 
Silverlake Stadium for the first time, 
Eastleigh FC was starting to matter 
to him. 

Starting to matter a lot. 

“I was finding myseld gradually

and willingly falling for this charm¬ 
ing and homely institution,” he 
writes. 

“Morever, the entire experience of 
watching football in comparitively 
reduced surroundings had become 
infinitely more pleasurable than 
the Premier League Groundhog 
Day to which I had become accus¬ 
tomed. 

“I had long since weared of traips¬ 
ing from my home on the south 
coast to Goodison Park, the home of 
my lifelong football love. 

“Elements of my creeping disen¬ 
chantment with all things top flight 
can be apportioned to familiar 


laments - expense, complete disre¬ 
gard for ‘customer’ care, and the 
arduous ticket-buying process, 
which has become something akin 
to completing a university applica¬ 
tion form.” 

Though McNamara has turned his 
back on the Premier League, I 
would ask supporters of top flight 
clubs not to do the same to his book. 

Too many Premier League Tans’ 
live in their own bubble, believing 
the league is the beginning and end 
of ‘proper’ football in this coun¬ 
try. Flicking through a book like 
‘The More We Win The Better It Will 
Be ’ illustrates there is a thriving 


scene far beyond the Premier 
League, and also well beyond 
League 2. 

Today, most of the Conference 
Premier clubs Eastleigh now find 
themselves competing against are 
full-time. 

The image some Premier League 
armchair supporters might have of 
non league football will almost cer¬ 
tainly be miles from the reality. 

‘The More We Win The Better It 
Will Be ’ will help explain why so 
many people fall in love with non 
league football.

Q & A with Eastleigh book 

What prompted you to write a book about 
Eastleigh FC? 

It was an idea that I had in my mind for a few 
years before being given the go-ahead. I 
became totally absorbed by non-league foot¬ 
ball, and Eastleigh in particular, just over five 
years ago. 

My fascination extended to being intrigued by 
the contrast between the game at this level and 
that at the top end. I wanted to know more 
about the men that play outside of the national 
spotlight, and the people that work in this envi¬ 
ronment. 

Furthermore, as somebody whose major foot¬ 
ball watching experience involved seeing 
Everton play, I wanted to discover if supporters 
of a ‘small’ club felt as strongly about their 
team as those I was previously familiar with 
encountering every week. 

I actually first approached Eastleigh with my 
book proposal in 2011. There was some tenta¬ 
tive interest on the club’s behalf, but events 
(primarily the Bridle takeover) meant that the 
project had to go on the backburner. As it tran¬ 
spired, I struck gold with respect to the season 
in which the book came to fruition. 

What was the most enjoyable thing about 
writing the book? 

Without doubt, that was having access to the 
manager’s thoughts and to the team’s training 
sessions. I think that supporters of any football 
club - which is what I am at Eastleigh - would 
cherish the opportunity to know what is going 
on in the manager’s mind. 

I had a clear insight into the rationale behind 
a number of decisions being made regarding 
matters on and off the pitch. 

Seeing the players close up on the training 
ground you develop a keen appreciation for just 
how good they are. The Conference South 
might not be considered as a hotbed for foot¬ 
ball talent, but some of the skill I witnessed 
first-hand would take your breath away. 

Regularly watching training also provided me 
with a real understanding of what Richard Hill 
was trying to do with his side. 

I should also say that it was a privilege get¬ 
ting to know the players. I was used to watch¬ 
ing these men every week, but I didn’t have 
much of a clue with regards to what they would 
be like as individuals. Happily, to a man, they 
couldn’t have been more open and welcoming. 

And the least enjoyable? 

There hasn’t been any aspect of the project 
I’d describe as not being enjoyable - but it 
would be true to say that some things weren’t 
as enjoyable as others. For all that watching 
training was great, there were some absolutely 
freezing mornings when I wasn’t sure if my 
extremities would survive intact. 

On a more prosaic level, the whole editorial 
process was a painstaking one - and tested my 
patience a touch. It is, though, a necessary evil 
if the end product is to be of the highest calibre 
possible. 

What are your best memories from writing 
the book? 

Being tied so closely to the club, and to 
everybody involved with it, during what was a 
momentous season for Eastleigh was an experi¬ 
ence that I will treasure forever. I think I will 
always look back on the entire ten months with 
great affection, rather than reflecting on any 
standout moments during that time. 

Any bad memories? 

No bad memories as such, but if I ever felt 
that I’d got on Richard’s wrong side due to 
something I’d written then that was never a 
pleasant feeling. He had, after all, given me 
total access to his place of work so he wasn’t a 
man I ever wanted to upset. 

Who was the easiest Eastleigh player to 
interview? 

I couldn’t pick one out as being the easiest, 
as I never once encountered a player who 
wouldn’t answer a single question that I asked. 

That goes for the owner, manager and anybody 
else on the staff as well. 

If I had to pick a favourite interview, it would 
be hard to separate any of the three that I did 
with Richard, a piece I did with Andy Cook, who 
was formerly a player at Saints and is now 
Eastleigh’s Sports Therapist, and the one that I 
conducted late in the season with Lee Peacock. 

Lee’s had a pretty remarkable career, but is 
now happier than he’s been for years working 
as the club’s Head of Youth and Development. 

Richard is a dream interviewee, extremely 
candid and a great talker. Andy Cook’s story is 
also fascinating; from making his Saints debut 
as a teenager against Manchester United, 
through the barely credible catalogue of injuries

he suffered during his career, to his transition 
into the field he works in today. 

Could you name the hardest player to 
interview? 

I can honestly say that I had no difficulties 
whatsoever when I interviewed any of the play¬ 
ers, the manager or the owner. Nobody ever 
turned down an interview request, and they all 
answered every question as honestly and fully 
as they could. I realise I was probably quite 
lucky with respect to the club I chose to write a 
book about! 

What are your overall impressions of 
Stewart Donald and Richard Hill? 

Richard is an intensely ambitious and deter¬ 
mined person. He’s both a reflective and pro¬ 
active manager. I always had the impression 
that he would ruminate over every incident in 
every game. If anything hadn’t gone to plan, no 
matter how small the issue, he would ponder on 
what could have happened differently and if 
there was something he could have done to 
influence that. 

He is definitely not somebody who wants his 
club to stand still. He is managing Eastleigh 
with the intention for his side to improve every 
time they play. Like many high achievers, I 
think the highs probably come and go in a 
flash, whereas the lows stay with him for a long 
time. 

I think, as a player under Richard, you’d 
understand clearly what he expects from you. 
The same is true off the field; there is a level of 
behaviour and respect towards others that he 
expects from anybody who plays for him. 

People generally only see that harder edge to 
his personality though. It might be well hidden 
in public, but anybody who works for him or 
with him will know that Richard is a very open, 
even empathetic, person. As he’ll be quick to 
tell you himself, just because he looks scary 
doesn’t mean he is! 

I’ve only ever found a helpful person with a 
genuine desire to do his very best for Eastleigh. 

Stewart is another extremely driven individual. 
Once he focuses on achieving something, I 
don’t think there’s anything that is going to get 
in his way. I’ll say he’s impatient, but that’s not 
intended as a criticism. 

From the minute he arrived at Eastleigh, 
Stewart seems to have decided that he’s going 
to grow a small non-league football team, play¬ 
ing in a cosy little ground, into a Football 
League club that plays in a stadium to match 
that standing. The evidence so far would sug¬ 
gest that he’s going the right way about it! The 
ground is fantastic, and he has on his hands the 
best squad of players - by some distance - that 
Eastleigh have ever had. 

In short, Stewart’s a juggernaut that’s not 
going to put the brakes on any time soon. 

Where do you think Eastleigh will finish in 
the league this season? 

That’s the most difficult question of all. 
Coming away from Macclesfield and Wrexham 
this season, when the team had been well-beat¬ 
en, you wouldn’t have held a hope for Eastleigh 
challenging for a play-off spot. Then they get 
back to the Silverlake and just don’t lose. 
Certainly, nobody expected to thump Halifax, 
who were second coming into the game, 4-1. 

There is, though, undoubtedly a marked dif¬ 
ference in the standard of opposition this sea¬ 
son. If Eastleigh got themselves in front in a 
game last season, you could generally settle 
back in anticipation of three points. In the 
Conference Premier, teams don’t know when 
they’re beaten. 

If I’m being honest I think that a top-ten finish 
would represent a magnificent first year at this 
level. 

How far up the football pyramid do you 
realistically think Eastleigh can rise? 

There is no reason to think that Eastleigh 
can’t become a League One club. There are 
players in the squad now, who have been part 
of teams elsewhere when they were promoted 
into the league for the first time. 

Craig Stanley achieved that feat with 
Morecambe in 2007. They are now fully estab¬ 
lished in League Two - and reached that divi¬ 
sion’s play-offs in 2010. 

Craig McAllister was a big part of Crawley’s 
rise out of the Conference in 2011. They went 
up into League One the following season, 
where they’re now settled. 

Eastleigh certainly have the potential to 
attract the same degree of consistent support 
as those two clubs and, as I’ve touched on 
already, the owner and manager are prepared 
to invest everything they have into bringing suc¬ 
cess to the club.

Hockaday and Stewart Henderson 
all played a part in my develop¬ 
ment, as did the managers 
I played under - Jan 
Poortvliet, Mark Wotte 
and Alan Pardew. 

“Playing alongside a lot 
of people who are now in the 
Premier League helped me 
too. A lot of players have 
come through that academy 
and I’m sure there’ll be a lot 
more.” 

Paterson, who went to the 
Neville Lovett Community 
School in Fareham, reluc 
tantly moved to Southend 
in January 2010. 

“It happened really fast, 
it was a difficult situa 
tion,” he says. Paterson is likely to 


be up against former Southend 
teammates Sanchez Watt and

Paterson soon formed a 
very effective partnership 
with Justin Bennett, while 
developing his coaching skills 


with Gosport’s youngsters. 

Between them, he and Bennett 
have scored 27 of Gosport’s 41 goals 
this season. 

“Benno’s a legend here, we clicked 
straight away,” Paterson continued. 
“I didn’t get the chance I felt I 
deserved at Aldershot but I’ve 
applied myself well and haven’t 
started off too badly. 

“I’m just glad to be playing again, 
I’ve come down a level and am 
enjoying my football again.” 

Paterson still has ambitions to 
return to the Football League. 

“I’m fortunate to be where I am, 
but my ultimate goal is to play full¬ 
time football again,” he said. 

A goal in front of the Match of the 
Day cameras will not do his cause 
any harm. 


HE IS still reminded of the day 
he was sent off for Saints 
against Manchester United, but 
Matt Paterson is determined to 
create happier FA Cup memo¬ 
ries when Gosport Borough 
make their first-round debut. 

It was during a third-round FA 
Cup tie against United at St Mary’s 
in January 2009 that Paterson was 
given his marching orders for a 
clumsy challenge on Nemanja Vidic 
in front of a St Mary’s crowd of 
31,901 - as well as millions of televi¬ 
sion viewers. 

Saints were already 1-0 down to a 
Danny Welbeck goal when a 20 year- 
old Paterson, who had made his full 
debut against Reading only a week 
earlier, was sent off for a studs-up, 
37th-minute lunge on the Serb. 

A Nani penalty and a Darron 
Gibson volley ensured a 3-0 win for 
United and Paterson was distraught 
afterwards. 

“We were in the Championship at 
the time so it was a great opportuni¬ 
ty for the club and for us - suddenly 
we were rubbing shoulders with 
some of the best players in the 
world,” he recalls. 

“It was a bad challenge, I try not to 
remember it but it still gets men¬ 
tioned occasionally. I’ve been sent 
off since but nothing as high-profile 
as that!” 

Paterson has had a happier time of 
it in the FA Cup this season, scoring 
his first five goals in the competi¬ 
tion, including a hat-trick in the 7-0 
third-qualifying-round win against 
Larkhall Athletic at Privett Park. 

The striker has 13 goals from 16 
games since his summer move from 
Aldershot Town, including another 
treble in last Saturday’s 4-1 
Conference South victory at 
Farnborough. 

He is enjoying his football as much 
as he has done at any stage since 
leaving Saints, who he joined from 
Bournemouth as a 16 year-old. 

Paterson shared digs with the likes 
of Gareth Bale before making 22 
first-team appearances - including 
seven starts - alongside the likes of 
Morgan Schneiderlin, Jack Cork, 
Adam Lallana and Rickie Lambert. 

“I loved my time at Southampton,” 
says the 25 year-old, who was given 
his debut by Jan Poortvliet, as a late 
substitute against Norwich in the 
Championship in September 2008. 

Paterson scored the first of his two 
Saints goals in his first game after 
his sending off, a memorable 25- 
yarder shortly after coming off the 
bench in a 3-0 win at Ipswich in 
March 2009. 

His other Saints goal came on the 
opening day of the following season, 
an expertly-taken chip against 
Millwall as the club won their first 
point under Alan Pardew in League 
One- the first step to a positive 
points tally after beginning 2009-10 
with minus ten following adminis¬ 
tration. 

“Scoring my first goal at Portman 
Road and then in my first game live 
on Sky against Millwall were special 
moments,” said. “I enjoyed all my 
time at Saints, I’m very fortunate to 
have had my football education 
there. 

“Coaches like Georges Prost, Dave

OTTERBOURNE manager 
Richard Luffman has 
admitted his respect for 
rivals AFC Stoneham 
after his side claimed 
local bragging rights by 
knocking them out of the 
Hampshire Intermediate 
Cup.
